Seldom do we he.tr .sueh interpreta- 
tioii.s of the old songs of the southern 
gjlantation negioes as were given hy 
the 'I’tiskegee, iiuititei. At Tuskpgee 
exery effort is made to pr<-ser\'e these 
melodies, which can liardly be fom- 
mitted to iiaiier affording to refogn- 
ized musieal forms. .No one can sing 
tliem like member.s of the race which 
origin.ited tliem. .And the line mellow 
voiei s of the Tuski kee men lirought 
out I lie iieeuliar negro hartnonie.s 
in wonilerf Illy ideasing manner. They 
made the old religious soiig.s much 
more than a means of mere humorous 
t iitei taiiiliient. 

Charles Wllnter Wood Is a reader of 
■ iinsideralile aiuiity. His renditions 
of I'aiil l.awri-iiee Dunliar's iioems xvas 
on a par with the work of the iiuintet. 
In addition he exidained something of 
tile origin and growtli of Tuskegee In¬ 
stitute. where Hooker T. Washington 
has done sm h wonderful work in jilac- 
ing the negro r.ti <• uiiun a self-support¬ 
ing and self-resiiectlng basis. There 
every studeiit is taught a practical 
trade as well as given an academic 
ediu ation. Training of head, hand and 
heart are co-ordinated and the stu¬ 
dents are developed into useful citi¬ 
zens. .Miiiiit IS.huo students have re¬ 
ceived training there, ami out of ttOOO 
graduates only tiiree svere ever put in 
jail, while a verx great tiruportion have 
acquired homes and liccome stable 
meniliers of their communities. The 
work of arousing interest in Tuskegee 
Institute is the real iniriiose of these 
entertainers, A iiercentage of the en¬ 
tertainment proceeds is retained by 
the club and the lialaiue is remitted 
to the institute. literature is also 
distriiiuted for the information of tho.se 
wild nii.ght lie interested in further 
eontributions.

.Mr. .Moole remitiiled tile trustees of 
the r-oiisliliilional ameiidineiit iidopled 
liy the voters of Hie stale transferring 
all rate-lixing iiower to tlie stale rail¬ 
road eotiiiiiission and suggesled that 
I lie city should take aclion iiefure tlie 
legislature [lasseH laws luitting Hie 
auiendnieiil into effeel. 

No data has lieea secured, so fur as 
known, on whieii to liase tlie $1.10 rale 
and some iiiquiry has been raised a.s to 
w ily Hie trustees do not atleaqit to gel 
dollar gas while llie.s are at it. It 
lias also been suggested Halt I liey 
sliould adoid an uidiiiaiiee estaldisliiilg 
a standard of quality for gas to en.stire 
tile ('oiisumer getting Ills iiioiiey's 
Worth from what is metered oat to liim.
